GENERAL REPORT OE THE BOARD. OF EDUCATION. 


FELLow Crrizens:—In presenting our annual report to you 
for the school year just closed, we feel that we can do.so witha 
good degree of satisfaction upon our part, for the success that 


has crowned our efforts.in our official work in behalf of the 


schools during the year: ‘Seven schools of two terms, amount- 
ing to twenty-one weeks each have been maintained during the 
year, and we were fortunate in securing for them a corps of 
instructors that were well suited for the different positions and 
circumstances in which they were, placed. With one or two 
exceptions the same teacher has been retained for the year, 
which we beleive is always advisable where it is evident thata 
fair degree of advancement hasbeen made, and harmony and 
good will exist between teacher, scholars, and a majority of 
the parents, for it is much with a school as it is with a machine, 
one having learned to operate it can do more and better work 
than one who is not acquainted with it. So far as we know, 
not any disturbing element has entered one ‘of our schools dur- 
ing the year nor anything tr anspired to shadow their prosperity 
or usefulness. 

In complying with the recent law requiring towns to provide 
for free text-books and supplies,-we have endeavored to be as 
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-economical as possible in oar purchases of tha same. Two 


.ehanges in text-books ouly have been made, in which we have, 


introdaced *‘Harper’s” reiders,.and ‘‘Greenleat’s’’ arithmetic, 
both of which we think have given universal ‘sati sfaction. We 
have also adopted to. be porpanced at the beginning of the next 
school year, ‘-Appletun’s” geographies to take. the place of 


-*Harper’s”’ which have now been in use in our schoo!s for some 
o. : 
years. 


We have expended the funds raise by the town for repairs, : 


mosily in painting the ‘‘Kast Washington” and ‘*Ball Corner’’ 
-senoul building-, and at present all our school property is in 


very guod condition, and perhaps for the coming year will nen 


meed any very expensive outlay. 

We think that the present method of ranning our schools is 
saining in favor from. year to year, and is now generally ac- 
Kknowledged to be a great advantage over tue old district sys- 
tem. Thanking all those who have in any way aided us in 


tryiig to elevate the standard of our schools, we submit to you
